A TREMENDOUS SHOCK. 


The Explosion in Oliver's Oat- 
Meal Mill at Chicago 
This Morning. 


Several of the Workmen Buried 
in the Ruins of the 
Building. 


The Wrecked Mill Catches Fire and 
Adds te the Horror and Danger—Inmates 
of Adjoining Buildings Thrown From 
Their Beds by the Shock—Brave Rescue 
ofa Family—Sevéral Houses Shattered— 
The Victims—Searching the Ruins—Meal 
Dust the Cause of the Explosion—The 
Shufeldt Distillery Outrage—Heavy Storm 
in the East. 


CHICAGO, III., December 11.—Three men are 
known to have been killed, one fatally injured 
and a numder of people badly bruised and 
shaken up early this morning by an explosion 
of meal dust, which completely wrecked the 
three-story brick buiiding on North Halstead 
street, occupied by David Oliver as an oat- 
meal mill. Several adjoining buildings were 
also badly shattered. The explosion, which 
occurred shortly after 2 o’clock, was a terrific 
one, the shock being felt a mile away. The 
buildings in the immediate vicinity were bom- 
barded with fiying bricks and timbers and 
nearly every pane of window-glass within ara. 
dius of six blocks was badlysmashed, Almost 
before the rumble of the explosion died away 
flames sprang up from the wrecked mill and 
the whole place was ablaze in afew minutes. 
The fire spread with incredible rapidity, and 
when the first fire companies reached the 
scene they found a block of roaring flames to 
contend with. A general alarm was at once 
turned in. Engines were stationed at every 
available point aroand the blazing patch, and 
buildings that did nottake fire at the outset 
were saved after the bardest kind of work. 
Sparks that were carried through the air by 
the wind 

IGNITED BUILDINGS TWO BLOCKS AWAY, 
and for half an hour the firemen had all they 
could do to prevent halfa dozen serious con- 
flagrations. The streets were filled with de- 
bris for a block on every side of the burned 
patch, andthis seriously obstructed the fire- 
men in their work.They stumbled over boards 
and timbers and debris until their 
clothes were torn, their hands and faces 
cut and their limbs so badly stiffened 
that they could scarcely walk. It 
was nearly two hours before the flames were 


under control When the fire was at its 

height the wildest rumors prevailed regard- 
ing the loss of life. It was known that four 
men had been at work in the meal mill and 
about twenty in the planing mill next door. 
Besides these, the neighborhing houses con 
tained many men, women and children. At 
one time it was ‘asserted that twenty people 
had perished, but later this estimate was 
found to be greatly ee ee The men at 
work in the planing mill all made their escape, 
afew of them badly hurt, but the majority 
only slightly injured. 


SEARCHING THE RUINS. 

Hundreds of men searched anxiously for the 
missing millers and after some time one of 
them, John Holmes, was found lying in an 
alley, across the street from the mill, terribly 
burned and lacerated. He was working in the 
second story ofthe mill when the explosion 
occurred and was huried through a2 window 
He cannot live. No 
three

trace could be found of the other 
men, Churles Miller, Charles Cooper 
and John Smith—and it is believed 
that their bodies are buried in the debris. 
The firemen are hopeful that no more lives 
were lost, but people living in the vicinity of 
the explosion are sure that more bodies wiil 
be found whenthe debris is explored. This 
cannot be done thoroughly for several hours 
yet. Persons who were asleep in the,buildings 
adjacent tothe wrecked mill were throvu 
clear out of their beds by the force of the ex-

bricks and other debris.

TO ESCAPE RHEUMATISM. 


SOME OF THE MEANS WHICH MUST BE Eu- 
PLOYED. 


A Complaint Much to Be Dreaded—tt Is 
Often a Legacy, and Lays the Founda- 
tien of Heart Disease — Flats Duty of 
Bheumatic Parents — The Advances of 
Science, 


From the Boston Herald. 

Among the diseases which must necessarily 
be expected to be quite common during the 
next four or five months is rheumatism, & 
complaint which but few adults can boast of 
having entirely escaped. Almost every one 
knows that patients suftering from it seldom 
die, and, hence, its importance is very often 
underrated, and treatment ie but indifferently 
applied, the services of a physician not being 
deemed necessary. It is true the death rate 
from it is very small—yprobably no more than 
three out of a hundred die from acute rheu- 
matism. But death far more often occurs as 
an indirect consequence of that complaint, 
for during an attack in very many cases seeds 
are sown which sooner or later develop into 
the gravest of diseases. Hence, painful as it 
is, the suffering of the vietim ie not the 
feature of the disease most to be dreaded; it 
is the trouble which is so very likely to follow 
on its trail. This fact, when considered with 
the prevalence of the disease, leads us to 


believe that a discussion of rheumatism will 
be of interest to the readers of the ‘ 

Just what is the actual cause of rheumatism 
has never as yet been determined. It is now 
accepted by physicians that for @ person 40 
have it there must be in him some peculiarity 
of constRutlon, some vubealthy condition, 
which is essential te it, and without which the 
disease Cannot exist. That renders him 
susceptible to the complaint. Now as to just 
what induces the necessary morbid condition, 
We know that any impairment of the general 
health favors it; also that there are certain 
diseases, such as dysentery, scariet fever and 
erysipelas, during or after which rheumatism 
is specially liable to appear. 

Then, again, there are a variety of affec- 
tions, such as scrofula, consumption and can- 
cer, which are so often associated with xheu- 
matism that a connection is piain. When 
there exist the conditions essential for the de- 
velopment of rheumatism—the spark, as it 
were, ready to kindle—then exposure to cold, 
damp, sudden changes in the weather and the 
like, are sufficient to bring on an attack. No 
small proportion of those who are termed 
rheumatic inherit their susceptibility tu the 
disease. Among all who suffer from it, it Is 
safe to say that nearly one-third have had 
transmitted to them by inheritance a rbeu- 
matic tendency ortaint. This constitutional 
tendency, as far as acute attacks of the dis- 
ease are concerned, in a large proportion of 
eases shows itself 

BEFORE THE TWENTIETH YEAR 

is reached. Probably in those cases where 
the disease appears forthe first time after 
that age inheritance plays a less prominent 
part. In 800 cases of acute rheumatism, the 
analysis of which nas recently been reported, 
in 88 it was found thatthe patient had govt. 
In 80 cases there was a family bistory of some 
serious nervous disease, notably insanity and 
epilepsy, and in 8&8 instances there was con- 
sumption ip the family. 

During the course of an attack of rbeums- 
tiem certain other “diseases are liable to ap- 
pear. Bronchitis, plouriay and pneumonia 
are among those occasionally developed, but 
the mostcommon complication is disease of 
the heart or ita sack. In over balf of ail the 
cases of acute rheumatism—‘‘rbeumatic fe- 
ver — heart trouble occurs. Out of 1,137 cases 
admitted to St. Bartholomew's Hospital the 
beart was affected seven cases out of ten. It 
appears that the liability to this complication 
varies considerably with the age. It is greater 
in children between b and 10 years old, a trifie 
less between the ages of 10 and 20: then after 
20 the liability steadily decreases, and reaches 
its lowest point about 50: after that and until 
60 there seems, from the records, to be a 
slightly increased tendency to heart trouble. 

When the beart becomes affected during 
the progress of rheumatism the fact can only 
be determined by a very caréful examination 
with the ear. The sounds caused by the heart 
as it pertorma ie work are changed, but only 
slightly so. ug and careful training and 
experience in many cases are necessary to 
enabie one to detect the differences between 
the sounds in bealth and disease. When in 
rheumatism that vital organ does become at- 
fected, it is of course, of great importance 
that the fact be at once known, for it 
must infitence treatment which if rightly 
applied will lessen the injury done. Hence, 
it is plainly evident that in all cases of ‘‘rheu- 
matic fever’’ aphysician should be in at- 
tendance and, from what we have said, itis 
also as evident that he should be one thor- 
oughly qualified by long study, training and 
experience. It must be remembered that 
where the heart is affected in rheumatism the 
danger is seldom immediate, it may be years 
before it manifests itself. If the my is done 
in early life, even middle age may be reached 
before its full effect is apparent. Another 
thing to be remembered: Once the siow 
changes, the result of heart trouble in rheu- 
matism, have gone on they are fixed, and. 

THAT ORGAN 16 BEYOND REPAIR. 

It may even for years after that labor pa- 

tiently, doing ite work as wellas it can until 


finally, by some unusual exertion—rumning a 


few blocksa—which would cause no ill effect in 
health, itis pushed too far, and the end 
comes.’’ Cases of sudden death are frequent 
in every large community. Heart disease is 
the common cause. Were the history of these 
cases known, undoubtediy it would appear 
that the original injury, which finally resulted 
fatally, was received many years previous in 
an attack of rheumatism. 

People should know the facts given in the 
foregoing; they must understand that rheu- 
matism is a far more serious disease than they 
have been wont to consider it, and that it is 
one which they should be on their guard 
against. For every ailment other, of course, 
than the product-of time and inevitable with 
decay, there are means of prevention. Even 
if the seeds of terrorizing diseases like 
consumption and cancer were trans- 
mitted from the parents to the child, it 
does not by any means follow that that child 
must die in consequence of such taint. If 
judiciously reared and he is wise in his 
own conduct when self-responsible, the 
chances of his seeing three score and ten“ 
are almost, if not quite, as good as that of 
others born of healthy parents. Aud the same 
holds good in all diseases which can be trans- 
mitted from one generation to another; the 
evils of such legacies oan be combated. In the 
case of rheumatism it is known that every in- 
fluence which impairs the general health fa- 
vors an attack; therefore, every one, and es- 
pecially those with afamily history of rheu- 
matism, should strive by a correct manner of 
living to reach that ideal state—the perfection 
of health. 

It is well known that in certain localities, 
thickly settled, where the ground is low, is 
impertectiy drained, the air is impure, aad 
sunlight is much shut out, there rheumatism 
would be more common than where the con- 
ditions are the reverse. Thie fact suggests, of 
course, that to secure a healthy home is one 
of the first considerations. Oorrect personal 
babits are all powerful in the prevention of 
rheumatism. It one keeps his skin jn a state 
of healthy activity, he bas little to fear from 
that diseas6, either from a susceptibility of it 
or from colds, which are 80 essential to its de- 
velopment.

GYPsY BLYTHE’S MILLIONS. 


Consul Walling Finds the Heirs in Kirk- Vet- 
holm, Scotland. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

EDINBURGH, December 11.—The American 

Consul here, Dr. Willoughby Walling, believes 
that he has found the heirs to Gypsy Blythe's 
millions. He was at Kirk-Yetholm, County 
Roxburg, the beadquarters of the Scottish 
gypsies, yesterday, taking their testimony for 
the Oalifornia court. If the skein of tangled 
evidence so far unraveled by the eounsel 
holds out to the end, the money will go to the 
Kentucky Blythes. John W. Blythe, mer- 
chant of Fulton, Ky., is here now looking 
after his claims. Consul Walling save: My 
first knowledge of the case came from some 
letters which I got from various parties, 
intimating that I was about to de 
commissioned to take the depositions 
of a number of a«ypsies hereabout 
who were said to be the direct heirs of the de- 
ceased, and from what I have discovered so 
far there seems to be no doubt that the Mr. 
Blythe of Kentucky, who is now here, and 
his relatives will be the successful claimants. 
As the result of my inquiries I have learned 
that there was an Adam Blythe and a Betty 
Ba vage, who were married in the Episcopal 
Church at Glasgow in 1820, and that three 
years after that date two persons bearing 
those names and residing at Camiachie, had 
a ohild baptized in the same place. 
Further iaformation shows that they settled 
down at Yetholm, when Thomas Henry, their 
ohiid, was about 10 or 12 years old, and it has 
been shown beyond dispute that these were 
the same persons whose names appeared on 
the marriage register at Glasgow and who had 
a child baptized there named Thomas Henry 
THOMAS HENRY BLYTHE. 

The next account of Thomas Henry is that 
he was in Edinburgh when about 15 years of 
age. He stayed with a man named David 
McDonald. McDonald hada boy about three 
years younger than Thomas Henry, who is 
‘still living, and who relates a number of ex 
ploits which the two boys accomplished 
together. Three years later Thomas Henry 
Blythe became the companion of a certain 
Wullrobson and seven years after that he was 
a hawker, traveling about Leeds, Manchester 
nad Liverpool. In February, 1849, Wullrob- 
son and others saw him off to California on 
board the Antelope. He was so poor that 
when he landed the passengers gave him their 
lanterns which he peddled about the streets. 
He thereupon took altogether to peddling for 
a living and matters went so favorably that in 
a short time he was able to purchase acart and 
horse. A little later on he had two borses, 
and when the gold fever was at its height and 
money running like water he had as much as 
$4,000 to $5,000 to hie credit. This capital he 
lenttoafriend on the security of the land 
upon which the city of San Francisoo now 
stande, oe the notes fell due his debtor 
‘was unable to pay him and very much against 
his inclination he had to take the land in lieu 
of his capital. 

GETTING RICHER. 

"It seems that after this he went to the 
mines and began mining. While occupied in 
this manner he received a flood of letters from 
Ban Francisco asking him to sell hie property 
there, and at length he concluded 
to o to Frisco to see what 
the trouble was. He found that the 
de was beginning to spread with a boom.

THE PARNELL COMMISSION. 

LONDON, December 11.—At the meeting of 
Parnell Commission to-day Inspector of 
Police Ardle testified in relation tothe dis- 
turbed condition of County Mayo. He said 
outrages had increased after the issue of the 
anti-rent manifesto. On cross-examination 
he said he knew that secret 
societies existed, but he did not know 
that the Government supported such a so- 
ciety as a counter-force to the League. David 
Freely testified that because he had paid his 
rent moonlighters had visited his house and 
shot his son. Cross-examined the witness 
stated that he had been a member of the 
local League until it was suppressed. 
He had no reason to believe that the League 
bad been implicated in the murder. The 
League and the priests belonging to it had de- 
nounced his son’s murder. The League, he 
said, did not object to the payment of rents 
where a 25 per cent reduction had been made. 

WORKING TIME REDUCED. 

The working time of the cotton spinners in 
the Bolton District has been reduced to three 
days weekly in consequence of disputes be- 
tween masters and operatives. 

LANDLORDS’ TESTIMONY. 

Several landiords testified that tenants had 
asked them to keep secret the fact that they 
had paid their rents, owing to fear of violence 
from the League. In some cases they had 
asked for two receipts, one for the 
fullamount paid and the other for a lesser 
amount. The latter they wanted te show to 
the League. The witnesses also testified that 
persons evicted generally bad the 
option of remaining on the holdings as care 
takers, but they dared not remain 
in this capacity, because they were 
afraid of offending the League. 
Miss Thompson testified in detail concerning 
outrages committed upon men in her employ 
on the Hurley estate. Sir Henry James 
of counsel for the Times read an 
article from the Kerry Sentinel, which de- 
nounced Miss Thompson for showing the 
cloven hoof and accused her of being an 
exterminator.

THE GARRETTS TO SECURE CONTROL OF 
THE R & O. ROAD. 


Probability That President Spencer Will Be 
Re-Elected — His Management of the 
Road—The Immigrant Situation —The 
Interstate Commerce Commission Opens 
a Bitter War on the Ticket Scalpers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsSPaTcH. 

BALTIMORE, Md., December 11.—Under the 
new Baltimore & Ohio deal, it is now under- 
stood that Robert Garrett will shortly be re- 
turned tothe directory. The various reports 
recentiy circulated seem to give color tothe 
statement made by a Baltimore paper, that 
the road is to be run again as a family institu- 
tion. Gossip continues concerning a change 
in the Presidency. Charles F. Mayer, the coal 
operator, is freely mentioned as President 


Spencer's successor. Mayor W. F. Frick 
and James Sloan are the accepted leaders 
of the twelve stockholders’ directors. The 
other members of the board are the séven city 
and the tour State directors, who are con- 
trolled by Senator Gorman, himself a State 
director. The situation is explained by a 
prominent banker as being the choice of two 
evils: Shall the company be run by the 
Garretts as a family concern or shall it be 
turned into a political concern?’’ All who are 
interested in the welfare of the road,ina 
business way, prefer the Garretts to the 
politicians. 

Mr. Mayer, speaking of the rumors concern- 
ing the Presidency, declares that Mr. Spencer 
will be re-elected, and that he was advised of 
the changes in directors before they were 
made public. Onthe other hand, it is said 
that since the stockholder directors were 
elected they have leit President Spencer se 
verely alone, so far as imparting to him as the 
head of the big railroad corporation, their 
business confidences. He is very popular 
among the business men of Baltimore and he 
has been praised for bis management of the 
road. Mr. Spencer may be re-elected at the 
directors’ meeting, and may subsequent 
voluptarily resign. last wee 
Baltfnore & Ohio stock sold at 
9012 regular and at 90 seller. 
Financial journals generally have commented 
favorably upon President Spencer’s annual 
report and have expressed surpriee and grati- 
fication at the satisfactory exhibit of the 
tinances of the company. he fast trains to 
Washington, Baltimore and Philadelphia over 
the Philadelphia Branch are growing in favor 
and promise good results. Last year the 
B. & 8. company was charged between $500,000 
and $600,000 deficiency in operating the Phila- 
delphla Branch, interest on bonds, of course, 
included.

Investigating the Scalping Business. 

CHICAGO, Ill., December 11.—A local paper 
says: Not since the Interstate Commerce 
law was passed has an investigation of the 
Interstate Commerce Commissioners revealed 
such an amount of crookedness on the part of 
railroad companies as the ove now being made 
in this city by Chairman Cooley and Commis- 
sioner Morrison of the methods pursued by 
the railroads in transacting their passenger 
traffic. The evidence already obtained is suf- 
ficient to convict nearly every road centering 
in this elty of a wilful violation of the law, 
not only as regards the long and short haul 
clause, but also as to discrimination between 
passengers. The charges heretofore made 
that nearly all the through passenger trafiic of 
the roads is done through scalpers for the ex- 
press purpose of avoiding an open reduction 
and to keep up the rates between local points 
have been 2 substantiated. Not one of the 
large number of railroad officials who have 
been examined were able to give a plausible 
reason for selling to scalpers at a much lower 
rate than they sell them at their own omces, 
nor tell why they resisted in paying enor- 
mous commissions for the sale of tickets to 
scalpers, hotel-runners, hack-drivers and 
others who could command any 
business. Their only excuse was that they 
had to do it because their competitors were 
it.

GIRLS ON A STRIKE, 


Pantaleon-Makers Go Ont Because of a Re- 
duction in Wages—How It Was Settled. 


The pantaloon-makers employed by Kam- 
mer, Prinz & Oo., manufacturers of jeans 
pantaloons, on Seventh and St. Charles 
streets, struck yesterday morning and refused 
to work becanse of a reduction of Me per pair 
on the price paid for making pantaloons, to 
which the makers, who are all giris, objected. 
Mr. Jos. Kammer of the firm was asked this 


morning to explain the cause of the disagree- 
ment between the firm and its employes, and 
he said: ‘‘We émploy from 112 to 118 girls to 
make pantaloons, thirty-five working at ma- 
chines and the balance doing the finishing by 
hand. The girla have always run the machines 
by foot until three weeks ago, when we put in 
electric motors at @ cost o $i, 600. The girls, 
we found, couldn’t continue to run the 
machines by foot forthe work wus too hdrd 
and it wore them out. With the power that 
we put in the work was much lighter and the 
could make more pairs of ntaloons wit 
less labor and in less time then when they 
ran the machines by foot power. They made 
$6.50 to $7 a week before, but with e motor 
they earned about d a week more the first 
week that they were put in and quite as much 
the second week. Then wé gave them notice 
that we would reduce the price % cent per 
pair to pay the expense of running the electric 
machines and that was the cause of their — 
satisfaction. The very next week they Sroppee 
back and they made no more that week t 
when they ran the machines themselves, and 
then Po objected to the reduction 
saying at they could make no more 
now than they used to. We know they 
can‘and they 1 it.

Dr. Gorter’s Suit Against HK obert Garrett for 
Professional Services.

BaLTrMORE, Md., December 11.—In regard 
to the suit of Dr. Nathan R. Gorter against 
Robert Garrett for $30.000 for services ren- 
dered during the latter’s trip around the 
world, a representative of the Garretts said 
yesterday: When Dr. Gorter left the Gar- 
rett party at Berlin in May, 1888, he was asked 
to name the amount of bis bill in order that it 
might be paid at once. He declined to do so 
at that time. As soon as Mr. Garrett re- 
turned to America, Dr. 
bill for professional services amounting 
to $25,000, over and above all traveling ex- 
penses, all of which had been paid by Mr. 
Garrett. This charge was deemed excessive.

A MEMBER OF THE SESSION 

this morning the session felt that Mr. Wilson's

WILL SAIL 10-MORROW. 


THE STEAMERS GALENA AND YANTIC TO 
PROCEED TO HAYTL 


Orders Issued to Admiral Luce to Secure the 
Release of the Steamer Haytien Republic 
Force to Be Used if Necessary—No 
Trouble Expected—Naval Circles ia a 
Blutter—The Tars Ready. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DisraTcu. 

Wasnmoron, D. O., December 11.—There 
is considerable flutter among naval officials 
over the delay in the departure of the United 
States steamer Galena for Hayti. She was 
ordered to sail Saturday, but was prevented 
from doing so by the non-arrival of her awn- 
ings. These important articles, it was said, 
had been sent by the Bureau of Equipment 
and ought to be on board of the vessel to-day. 
The extreme heat at Hayti demands the use of 
such awnings as a protection to the men on 
the vessel. From information obtained at the 
Navy Department the United States steamer 
Yantic will follow the Galena within the next 
forty-eight hours. The Richmond will not be 
able to leave for ten days, unless the neces- 
sary work upon her is much hastened. 

Secretary Whitney arrived from New York 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock and went to 
his home. He stated that there was noth- 
ing to add to the Hayti matter beyond what 
he had already made known. The State and 
Navy Departments are co-operating heartily 
in the matter, and both entertain the idea 
that no biood will be shed and that the 
Haytien Government will comply with the de- 
mands of the United States. There has been 
considerable correspondence going on be- 
tween the Haytien Government and the State 
Department. The former has dallied too 
much and treated the matter in a very indiffer- 
ent way. The full correspondence was laid 
before the President and he in turn placed the 
full facts befare the Cabinet and gave his 
reasons for the stand that he takes in the 
matter. 

POSITIVE ORDERS. 

The result was that the State Department was 
ordered to consider the correspondence from 
the Haytiens as intimating tuat they would 
not surrender the steamer Haytien Republic 
and to inform the Navy Department that the 
President had determined to make a formal 
demand for the vessel. Inthe event that the 
Haytien Government should refuse to release 
the steamer, the United States war vessels 
were ordered not to return without capturing 
her. The sealed orders placed in Admiral 
Luce’s hands are in effect that he is to make a 
demand for the vessel, and if it be not com- 
plied with he is to seize the vessel with force 
of arms if necessary. His doing sois not un- 
derstood in international law as implying that 
war has been deciared between the two coun- 
tries. 

Commodore Walker, in charge of the bureau 
of navigation and office of detail, smiled 
when asked if Admiral Luce would bombard 
Port-au-Prince. 

What is he going to fire at?“ said the 
Commodore. 4 dont believe that there 
will be any trouble. 

Naval officers are of divided opinions as to

The United States steamer — op now 
fitting out at Norfolk under special orders, 
will not be ready for sea for three weeks yet. 
She will hardly be ordered to Hayti as the 

resent complications will probably be ad- 
usted by that time. Naval officials do not 

anticipate any resistance on the part of tne 
Haytien authorities, and say that either one 
of the political parties will readily surrender 
the vessel but that for fear the other would 
make capital out of it. 
NEGOTIATING TERMS OF PEACE. 

Dispatches from the United States Consul at 
Port-au-Prince were received at the State De- 
— — yesterday. They stated that the 

aytien Archbishop, the French Minister and 
the British Consul General had made a visit 
to Cape Haytien in the French ship Bisson for 
the purpose of conferring with representa- 
tives of the revolutionary party at that city as 
to the best methods of securing peace on the 
island. The negotiations were, together in- 
effectnal, however, as it was lebeasiote to 
bring the two bodies together,the authorities at 
Cape Haytien refusing to go on board the 
French vessel, and the committee on that ves- 
sel declining to o ashore to confer with the 
authorities, each showing a decided lack «of 
confidence in the other. The Consnl-General 
also forwarded letters from masters of Amer!i- 
can vesselg at Port-au-Prince, protestin 
against the action of the anthorities there 2 
refusing them clearance papers to other ports 
of the island said to be under blockade. As- 
sistant Secretary Rives stated yesterday after- 
noon that there was nothin particular in the 
mall er the case e Haytien Re- 

ublic yo what has fF. appeared 
n the newspapers.

Delegates Admitted to Participation in the 
Deliberations—Welcoming »pecehes De- 
livered by 8. 8. Bass avd C. M. Weodward 
—President Gompers’ Address—Proceed- 


lege of the First Vay'’s desaian,| 


A large number of delegates to the annua 
convention of the American Federation of 
Labor arrived in the city last night, and 
nearly all the rest reached here this 
morning. Some are quertered «t the 
different hotels, but the great majority were 
entertained at private houses, the delegates 
being loud in their praise of 8t,Louis hospital- 
ity. Atlla’clock thie morning the members 
ot the Executive Committe assembled in the 
headquarters room at the Laclede, and com- 
pared notes as to the nacure of the various 
reports to be presented for the consideration 
ot the convention. 

The Convention assembled at Central 
Turner Hall. There were thirty-etaht dele- 
gates seated at three long tables which 
were placed in lines parallel to the 
front of the stage. The benohes at 
the sides of the hall were filled with some 


twenty-five delegates and local men promi- 
nent ih labor circles. On the stage sat Pres!- 
dent Gompers, Secretary MoGuire, O. X. 
Woadward and 8. 8. Bass. 

President Gompers introduced Mr. Bass to 
the convention shortly after 12 o'clock. Mr. 
Bass welcomed the delevates, and was 
follawed by C. M. Woodward, Dean of the 
Polytechnic School, Washington University, 
who talked about manual tra ning and educa- 
tion.

IN THE WORLD OF SPORTS. 


NEW RECORDS MADE BY THOROUGHBRED 
HORSES DURING THE PAST SEASON. 


The Importance of the Watch in Horse 
Races—Chariey Mitchell and Deminick 
McOnafirey Matched—Conditions of the 
Fight— About Sullivan’s Big Offer to Ku- 
rain—tporting News—Bal! Chat. 


Although ‘‘time’’ as a test of merit is racing 
has during the last few years, ceased to be the 
great factor it wasten or fifteen years ago, 
there is still a great facsination for it by all 
race-goers, and any attempt to shut down on 
the ‘‘timers’’ at a race meeting would be 
quickly resented by the public. The **watoh’’ 
ia still in great demand, says a New Tork dis- 
patch and the Coney Island Jockey Club at its 
last meeting aided the cause by putting up an 
automatic timer which showed ‘‘fifths’’ of a 
second in piace of the old-fashioned quarters. 
The machine, however, did not work, and 
watches which would split on fifths were used 
for the remainder of the meeting. There are 
rumors of an improved ‘‘timer’’ for next sea- 
son, to be started and stopped by electricity, 
which will certainly be interesting to the gen- 
eral publio. 

Record- beating, however, at short distances 
is not new a frequent Occurrence. Many races 
were run during the past season that were 
very close to the record, much more so than 
is perhaps generally known, especially at dis- 
tances of a mile or so and under. The quarter 
record is still held by the ‘‘unknown’’ Belle, 
who did itin 0:21%. Alsie’s three furiongs at 
Little Rock, Ark., in April, 1882, in 0:86, was 
reduced July 4, 1888, at Helena, Mont., to 
0:34% by the 6-year-old Daniel B. At half a 
mile the 2-yeur-old Olitipas race, run at Sara- 
toga, July 25, 1874, in 0:47%, is still the best. 
But those who saw the race have no trouble 
in remembering that the current report at 
the time was that it should have been 


49% seconds. But as no change was 
made by the timers, the 47% seconds has 
headed the half-mile record ever since. The 


most prominent performances at the distance 
during the season of 1888, are as follows: 
Galen, Washington Park, Chicago, Jnly 18, 48 
seconds; Gentilly, Louisville, September 19, 
% seconds; Typesetter, Los Angeles, Cal., 
April II, 48% seconds. 

Typesetter’s performance was somewhat 
remarkable. It was a second heat in a heat 
race, and he ran the third beat in 49 seconds. 

The Goodwin Brothers give no records at 
four-and-a-half furlongs in their annual of 
1888. But the best for the past season are: 
Minola, Latonia, July 2, 56 seconds ;Sun Light, 
Louisville, September 28, 56 seconds. 

Atthe regular distance of five furlongs a 
doubtful record of an even ‘‘sixty seconds’’ 
headed the list atthe beginning of the year, 
made by the 4-year-old filly Kitty Pease, at 


Dallas, Tex.,in November, 1877, which was 
followed by the well-known performance by 
Jim Renwick, with 115 ibs., at Sam Francisco, 
in Noveu ber, 1883, of 1:004g. These two rec- 
ords, however, were split at Jerome Park on 
October 2 by Sam Harper, Jr., who, with 118 
Ibs., is credited with running over the straight 
five furlongs in 1:00%4%. It is nota good record, 
and the horses were wellaway from the post 
before the fag was dropped, afact observed 
at the time by many of the reporters, The fol- 
lowing are the next best: Britannic, Sheeps- 
West Side, Chi- 
cago, September 8, 1:01; Princess Bowling, 
Louisville, September 25, 1:01. 

The best at five and a half furlongs run this 
year was by the 5-year-old gelding, Jim B., by 
Harkaway, at the West Side Park, Chicago, 
on August 20, in 1:09. 

At no distance isthe test of time more ac- 
curately made than at three-quarters of a 
mile; itis the distance that the a majority of 
the 2-year-old stakes are run, and the 
youngster that can carry full weight close to 
the record classes among the best, while even 
3-year-olds and upward that enn average 
close to record time at weight for age are 
classed as valuable property. At the de- 

inning of the season the 2-year-old colt, 
— | by Monday, headed the record, 
as having run at Saiem, Ore., with 110 pounds, 
in 1:12%. It was a doubtful performance. 
The known record was 1:13 made by Force 
over the Louisville straight track, with 121 
pounds, in September, 1883. The best for 18388 
were: Tom Hood, Louisville, September 19, 
1:18; Egmont, Louisville, May 15, 1:18%; Gri- 
maidi, Monmouth, July 26, 1:18%; Salisbury, 
Monmouth, July 5, 1:14; Tel.e Doe, Monmouth, 
August 1:14; Proctor Knott, Monmouth, 
August 11. 1:14; Strideaway, Monmouth, Au- 
— 16, 1:14; Lannes, Louisville, September 20, 
1:14. 

Of the above the races at Louisville were 
run on the straight track, while those at Mon- 
moath were on the regular oval track. 

Racing over the Titan course at Jerome Park 
introduced a new distance—1,400 yards—the 
best performance was King Ernest, Cyclone 
colt, June 11, 1:21. 

At seven furlongs Kingston’s 1:274, made 
over the Sheepshead Bay track, with 118 
pounds, September 1, 1887, is still the best. 

The best at seven and one-half furlongs is 
that of the 38-year-old, Leo H, with 9% pounds, 
run at Nashville on May 8 in 1:34. 

The best mile for 1 was EKollan, Sheeps- 
head, June 27, 1:40\%.

„Macon says: It Jake Kilrain should 
accept John L. Sullivan’s proposition to battle 
him for $20,000 and the championship of the 
world, what a sensation tne match would pro- 
duce, not only in this country, but in Eu- 


giand, where Kilrain is 2 well thought 
of. That Sullivan means business was shown 
by the tremendous amount of the forfeit he 
deposited. Five thousand dollars is the largest 
amount of money ever put up in a stake here- 
tofore, and yet Sullivan coolly deposits it 
merely to bind a match for double the amount. 

Very few believe that Kilrain will cover it. 
In the first place he has challenged Sullivan to 
ght him in three months for $5,000 aside. He 
will hardiy be disposed to double the amount 
of the stakes and the time before the contest 
too. There will be a lot of talk on both sides, 
and each will declare that the other is wrong. 

When Sullivan was askedif he would go to

HERE is no brighter 
pair of dramatic stars 
in conjunction than 
Louis James and Marie 
Wainwright. Louls 
James has remarkable 
versatility, combined

In the forest scenes 
her Rosalind was also delightful, but it was as 
distinctly as womanly a Rosalind as it could be 


made, and there was little real assumption of 
the man except in the matter of clothes, in 
which case Miss Wainwright does not deal in 
mock modesty.
